‘A BRITISH SHIP. 


Captain Ferguson and Chief Mate Eygett 
of the British ship Mafabout, now in Hong- 
kong harbour, were summoned before Mr 
Wodehouse in the. Police Court this ufter- 
noon, charged by Philip Strevett, A. B,

Bowles (of Messrs. Wotton and Deacon's 
offica) appuared for the defence.

It would appaar.iu evidences that 

Anguat, between 4 and 5 p.m, the Captain 
and Ohief Officer went to the forecastlo. 
aiid assaulted the complainant. ‘They got 
hold uf him and the first thing they: did 
was tu break his jaw. Aiter they had 
knocked him abont a great deal they aa- 
naged to knock threo or four of his teeth 
out, addin doing. that they  lacernted 
his. gums’ to such uo extent that, 
tha “poor fellow was hardly * able 
to espork fur suno time afterwarda, 
aud eventunilly they snéceeded in’ branking 
his aem, He wasinsensible after the firat 
two or three blows, and he limsclf was nut 
able to (ll the Court who inflicted the in- 
ju ies trom which he wna suffering, After- 
wards an entry: Was made in the log. in 
which ube Captain. desecibed him os having 
boen drunk. This eutry was: read over to 
him, but it-appeared that he was totally in- 
cupable ut the time of fully anderstanding 
what was going on, He was unable to take 
pny fuud for suyeral days aud really for a 
lung tints he was simply between life and 
death, He had now lost the use of his 
arm, avd 80 much had he been injured 
that it was unlikvly that he would ever 
regain the ‘uao efit. Tf these facts were 
roved to his Worship's satisfaction, he (Mr 
Wobber) should ask his Worship to com~ 
mit the defendants for trial at the Suprewe 
Court, to that punistment might ba meted 
out to them which it might out bein the 
power of his Worship to inflict. 

Evidenco was then called, 

Philip Struvett, the complainant, satd—1 
am an able seaman on board the Mar:bout 
of St Juho's, New Bi unawick, now lying in 
Victoria Harbour, [signed articles at Now- 
castle, N.S, W,, for a veyage vxpiring at the 
ond of three yeara from the date of engage- 
ment, It was on or about 2th August 
last I signod.
